Session 147: Structure of creations 


Original Question: What would be a good word for me (Bob) to think about for you? As 
Energy? As Intelligence? You have said you are not an individual, and it sounds like 
there are 2 or more voices coming through. Can you give me a word for you? 


Summary: 

“Aspects” are multiple personalities, energies of different rates of vibration, resident 
within the physical body. The physical is furthest from the Creator. Each creation is 
given by the Creator the ability also to create. The Creator is the Uncreated Force. 
Illustration: Father/Son — Father is uncreated force and creates the Son. Being identical 
with the Father, the Son also creates. From the Son’s inherited force comes Spirit: 
Father, Son, Holy Ghost (the Trinity). Father and Son made men like themselves. 
Subcreations inherit and are allowed to create. Created cells find themselves in a 
physical body—a conscious unit. 


(Note: Comments in [italics] are the reporter’s explanatory interpretation of what was 
said.) 
IMEC says the friends will give an “illustration” as an answer to the question. 


[Regarding Friends (I think)]: There are many of us, forming systems, as within the cell 
structure. ([See IMEC-146.]) The physical body is dependent upon other prior creations. 


The ability to create is called free will. Each creation immediately recognizes it is 
dependent upon prior creation. Each creation must pass through the Son to reach the 
Father because Father created Son, who created Spirit and the physical. 

In our universe, “we” [Friends], are composed of many individuals as are the cells in 
your body, and we are doing many different things in creating. When one can recognize 
the workings of the universe, one can become a Son, and recognize all of creation. Our 
world is just as real as yours. 


Other comments: Model offered, and language used for Creation is conceptually very 
close to the traditional Christian model, even to extensive discussion of the Father, the 
Son, and the Holy Spirit (or Holy Ghost)—and referring to this as the Trinity. This tape is 
one of the rare instances where the Friends ultimately actually DO try to answer the 
question asked, if only by illustration. 


Believing Christians will closely relate to this message. Others may find the content far 
less compelling, but the content is what it is.
